"It is of supreme importance to civilization and to mankind 


that America be placed and kept on the right side of the great- 
est moral question of all time. And therefore the democratic 
parry renews its declaration of confidence in the ideals of world 
peace, ihe League of Nations and the world court of justice aa 
together constituting the supreme effort of the statesmanship 
and religious conviction of our time to organize the world for 
peace. There is no substitute for the League of Nations as an 
agency working for peace; therefore we believe that in the in- 
terest of permanent place and in the lifting of the great bu> 
dens from the backs of the people and in order to establish a 
permanent foreign policy on these supreme questions not sub- 


l^jject to change with change of party administration, u a de- 


sirabie, wise and necessary to lift this question out of party 
politics and to that end to take the sense of the American peo- 
ple at a referendum election, advisoiy to the government, to be 
held officially under act of congress, free from alt questions and 
candidacies after ample time for full consideration and discus- 
sion throughout the country." 


And thus the lines are drawn. The republicans endorse the 


permanent court of international justice and close with this 
declaration. "On this we stand. ^ As for the democrats, they 
made the most magnificent straddle in history. They are com- 
mitted to a referendum election'' after ample time for full con- 
sideration and discussion throughout the country/' 


In other words the democrats, fotlr years ago the advocates 


of the Wilson League of Nations, pass the buck to the peopfc 
and to the congress of tbe United States. This referendum is to 
be held officially under congress and as congress will not Jbe 
in session until December It will be impossible for an official 
act to provide the machinery for an election this year. 


It goes without saying that the practical politicians expect the 


people » be satisfied. Tiwy are the masters, at best they think 
they are the masters, and in the years to come, it will be their 
privilege to revive tlie Wilson Covenant or permit it to conriuue 
to slumber in its shroud.
